Bay Street Theater 
Purchases Sag Harbor 
7-Eleven Property

B” Street Theater is in contract to 
purchase the Water Street Shops in 
Sag Harbor, where the 7-Eleven is located, 
overlooking Sag Harbor Cove. 

This prime piece of real estate adjacent to 
the John Steinbeck Memorial Park hit the 
market in July for $13.9 million. 

Enzo Morabito and Adam Rothman 
of Douglas Elliman are representing the 
property. “I can confirm that the property is 
in contract,” said Morabito. “We'll be making 
a more formal statement, from the closing 
table, as soon as the deal is completed.” The 
mixed-use property includes a 15,000-plus- 
square-foot commercial building with eight 
retail units on the lower level, four office 
suites on the upper level and a total of 30 
parking spaces. In addition to the 7-Eleven, 
it is also home to Sing City and Water Street 
Wine & Spirits. It has two addresses; 22 Long 
Island Avenue and 22 West Water Street. 

Bay Street, a not-for-profit, professional 
theater will not have far to move, though

there is certainly much that will need to 
happen before then. 

The 299-seat theater leases the building 
at the corner of Bay Street and the Long 
Wharf. The theater, founded in 1991 by Sybil 
Christopher, Emma Walton Hamilton and 
Stephen Hamilton, has been looking for a 
more permanent home especially in the last 
decade when there were times where it did 
not appear the lease would be renewed. It has 
about three years left on its current lease.

“I spent time speaking to the people in 
Southampton,” Cuomo told reporters during a news 
conference call. “Frankly, I don’t know what they were 
thinking.” : 

Social media videos from the July event in Water Mill 
show a not-so-distanced crowd dancing and singing 
in close proximity. The state immediately launched 
a probe into allegations that the concert broke the 
governor’s social-distancing orders meant to curb the 
spread of coronavirus. 

The benefit concert, dubbed Safe and Sound, 
was hosted by promoter In the Know Experiences. 
Representatives for the group did not immediately 
respond to a request for comment. The organizers 
previously said in a statement that they collaborated 
with all state and local health officials and the 
concert followed the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention’s guidelines. 

The drive-in event had space for about 600 cars on 
a 100-acre field. Southampton officials have said that 
expectations were for 2,000 attendees, but an estimated 
3,000 showed up. Town officials have blamed the 
organizers for not enforcing social distancing rules 
when a dance pit broke out in front of the stage. 

“We had police there, but had we known the 
organizer wasn’t going to aggressively enforce mask- 
wearing and social distancing, we would likely have 
had four times the number of law enforcement that was 
actually present,” Southampton Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman previously told the Press.

Hamptons Man Charged with Seeking 
Absentee Ballots for Dead Mom

Water Mill man was arrested Friday, 
ctober 16 for allegedly submitting two 
absentee ballot applications for his mother 
months after she died. Wayne Tappe, 57, was 
charged with two felony counts of first-degree 
offering a false instrument for filing. He is 
scheduled to be arraigned Nov. 5 at Suffolk 
County First District Court in Central Islip. 
“Voting is the foundation of our democracy, 
and we will not tolerate any violation of the 
election process here in Suffolk County,” 
Suffolk County District Attorney Timothy Sini 
said. “My office is committed to investigating 
any and all instances of alleged voter fraud and 
prosecuting anyone who attempts to violate 
the security of our elections.” 
Authorities said the Suffolk County Board 
of Elections received two applications for 


absentee ballots for a Lucille Tappe, of 
Commack, that indicated they were signed 
on Sept. 4 and Oct. 6, but the agency had 
been notified in June by the New York State 
Department of Health that Tappe had died 
on June 16. On Sept. 9, the BOE received an 
application for an absentee ballot from her 
son, Wayne, after the agency had already 
received an absentee ballot application 
from him in March. The agency referred the 
applications to prosecutors for investigation. 

A forensic scientist at the county Crime 
Laboratory conducted a handwriting analysis 
of the September application from the mother 
and found that it was written by her son, 
according to investigators. 

Tappe faces up to four years in prison, if 
convicted. fi. 


Southampton 
Windmill on Its 
Way Back Home?

outhampton’s mayor, Jesse Warren, has proposed 

buying the beautiful Southampton windmill that sits 
high on a hill on the campus of Stony Brook University 
Southampton. He’d have it brought down to the village 
to stand on the triangle that graces the corner of 
Windmill Lane and Hill Street—which was originally 
called Mill Street. You may have guessed from these 
street names that a windmill once stood at that triangle. 
You might also guess that this windmill was the one that 
stood there. It did. 

The thing is that although more than a dozen 40-foot 
old English windmills with sails that turn are scattered 
throughout the Hamptons, none of them is in the Village 
of Southampton. Four are in downtown East Hampton. 
Certainly Southampton should have at least one. 

Indeed, the Southampton Mill, built more than 300 
years ago, stood on its site downtown until 1890. That 
year, a wealthy textile millionaire bought it as a “folly” to 
amuse himself and his family on a 60-acre property in 
Shinnecock, where he was building a 30-room mansion. 
After his passing, the property became the Tucker Mill 
Inn and finally, in 1963, Southampton College. Proud 
citizens of Southampton, to show their appreciation 
of the arrival of that college, formed a committee and 
raised $750,000 to renovate the mill to make it into a 
college residence with a kitchen on the ground floor, 
living room on the second floor, bedroom on the third 
floor and a little office under the cap on the fourth 
floor. One year, playwright Tennessee Williams stayed 
in the mill. As for the mill’s “innards,” the driveshaft, 
grindstone and gears, they were removed and placed 
lovingly inside an attached shingled shed. 

Now, with only a few of the many buildings 
occupied by the old college still used for classes and 
the remaining buildings scheduled to be torn down or 
become part of a new Southampton Hospital to be built 
on this property, it’s questionable if the school would 
still need such a symbol as this old mill. Certainly, more 
people would see the mill and enjoy it if it were back at 
its old site downtown. 

An oddity about the windmill is its date of 
construction. Every single one of the other beautiful 
windmills on the East End—the largest collection of 
windmills in the country—was built between 1785 and 
1811. It’s as if a windmill salesman blew through town 
and sold everybody a windmill. But Southampton’s mill 
dates from 1712, nearly two generations earlier. Why 
would it take such a long time for settlers to get around 
building all the other ones? 

Anyway, Southampton Village has set up a committee 
to approach the current owners of the mill—Stony Brook 
University—to see if this sale might happen. The Village, 
for historic accuracy, surely would restore it to grind 
grain. It’s hard to imagine anyone would want to live in 
it upstairs in the busy center of the confluence of two 
streets and a traffic light downtown. &&

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THE WALKING MAN 
Leon Goodman's 137-Mile Journey 
from Manhattan to Montauk

G6 Black Lives Matter.” For some, this is a statement of support for a group of people who’ve systematically 

been treated as less than equal and an acknowledgement that our country needs to hold police officers to 

a higher standard of accountability. For others, these are fighting words, fake news that is turning citizens 
against their protectors and glorifying perceived acts of violent protest. The noise surrounding the matter has 
become too much, drowning out the message at the core of the demonstrations honoring the lives of Tamir Rice, 
Breonna Taylor, George Floyd and many other African Americans killed by cops with little consequences. Bay 
Shore resident Leon Goodman felt compelled to cut through the static with a demonstration that was big, but not 
loud—a silent march from the 59th Street Bridge in New York City to Montauk Lighthouse, a 137-mile journey 
completed on Saturday, October 17. 

“I had been watching all the demonstrations across the country, and what I noticed is that the noise of the spin 
was overshadowing the purposes of the demonstrations. For instance, most of the coverage had to do with stores 
being burned, clashes with the police; and no one was paying attention to the original message—and that is about 
acts of police brutality,” Goodman says. “I knew I was doing it for my grandchildren and my great grandchildren 
and even for me... I was walking so that they would not have to either endure or still have to address these issues 
as they move on with their lives.” 

Goodman, who grew up in segregated Virginia and has experienced racial profiling firsthand, is quick to clarify 
that there is a critical difference between being anti-police and anti-police brutality, of which he is the latter. “My 
position is that every police department across this country, including those here in Nassau and Suffolk County, 
must police their own. If there are police officers who are disrespecting the badge and other officers, sullying the 
name that is not consistent with the oath they've taken to become police officers, then they don’t need to be on 
the force. It’s as simple as that.” 

A retired human resources professional of 30 years who most recently worked for the MTA, Goodman knew 
he'd need to have a plan in place to complete the daunting journey to Montauk at nearly 70 years old. For four 
days he practiced walking 6.5 miles roundtrip to Bay Shore Marina. He mapped out each day’s march to about 
12 miles, concluding at train station where he could use his MTA retiree pass to catch the train back to Bay Shore 
to rest up for the next day. And he called the Nassau and Suffolk police departments to confirm where he was 
allowed to walk and other regulations. “I felt it was important to let them know I was doing this, that way no one 
was surprised if five, six, eight or, during the last five and a half miles, 13 people decided to walk with me,” he 
says, adding that the county departments went a step further to aid his journey, spreading the word to the local 
departments to let them know he was coming. 

Beginning his march on October 1, from the city through Mastic-Shirley, Goodman walked alone—no picket 
sign, no megaphone, no spectacle. Whenever his Black Lives Matter shirt and hat compelled a passerby to speak 
up, positively or negatively, he would engage them in friendly conversation, sharing his message while trying to 
understand their perspective. . 

By the time he reached Suffolk, word of his march had spread across Facebook thanks to his daily update 
videos and photos, and many East Enders either awaited his arrival with uplifting signs and greetings, as did 
the people of the Shinnecock Nation and Amagansett, or chose to walk alongside him for a short duration of the 
journey, as did Southampton Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman and several locals. “Can you imagine this? 
I’m this guy from Bay Shore who doesn’t know anyone past Bay Shore, for all intents and purposes, and all of 
a sudden, these people are coming and saying, ‘We just want to walk with you, because we think what you’re 
doing is important,” he says of his meeting with local couple Anita Boyer and Joe Pallister, who joined him in 
Hampton Bays. 

“Walking with Leon was incredibly humbling, and it was an honor to be there to support him. He is an 
inspiration even though he was adamant that the walk was not about him, it was about the cause—to end police 
brutality,” Pallister says. 

On the second-to-last day of his arduous journey—when he trudged through the rain on an extra-long 17-mile 
portion of the walk, up the hill that leads to Montauk—he had the faintest doubt that he’d be unable to complete 
his journey. “That’s when a little doubt set in, but I had committed to myself that I was doing this, so I did it,” 
he says. “[The next day] when I rounded the curve just before I got to the Montauk Lighthouse, I guess the word 
had gotten around that I walked all these miles to get there, and there were so many—at least 50 to 75—people 
standing there applauding and saying thank you.” 

Looking back at his 137-mile journey, Goodman feels deeply rewarded to have gotten to speak with the people 
he met along the way, cherishing both the positive and negative conversations. “Obviously, the positive people 
that met with me and were in agreement with why I was doing what I was doing, were impactful, but meeting 
the negative people also gave me an opportunity to communicate what I perceive to be my message,” he says. 
“When I started this, I wasn’t looking for accolades; I just knew within my heart that I had to do something 
that was meaningful, and thus the silent protest march. It was important for me to ask the question: Can you 
hear us, and are you listening? This was about me enduing the physicality of walking those miles so that people 
would get an opportunity to either communicate with me, challenge me or just look at the fact that I left the 
59th Street Bridge determined to walk to Montauk Lighthouse. That, in itself, should strike up 
some conversation.” fi.

kid with an ice cream cone on Jobs Lane, a couple sitting in the sand at 

Coopers Beach, laughter rising from a restaurant table under the stars. The 
streets and shores of Southampton Village are vibrant during this autumn of 
unprecedented times. Although “unprecedented” may not completely apply to 
this moment in the village’s storied history. 

“We've been through this before’ is my constant reply to the challenges of 
the 2020 COVID pandemic,” says Tom Edmonds, Executive Director of the 
Southampton History Museum. “Southampton went through many other 
traumas as a community with the 1938 Hurricane, 1918 Influenza Pandemic, 
1816 Summer of No Sun, 1776-83 British Occupation, 1755 Earthquake, 1686 
Village Fire, 1640 English Invasion, 1639 Pequot War, etc.” 

And through them all, the village emerged stronger. Its rich history and 
cultural offerings here and now are a testament to its resilience. The summer that 
was, and wasn't, has given way to a fall season presenting opportunity anew, for 
visitors to discover and businesses to explore. 

“We're all always looking for something new,” says Ian Duke, owner of 
Southampton Social Club, Union Burger Bar and Union Sushi & Steak, which 
opened in June and has stood as a symbol of not only how village business 
owners can adapt, but even take steps forward. “Any time you can get something 
new, something fun, any little thing like that, it makes our lives a little better.” He 
is even planning another venture, The Coop, which will be opening in November 
out of Southampton Social Club where Duke is “launching a ghost kitchen with 
fried chicken, roasted chicken, in a takeout and delivery environment only. We're 
always looking to fill a void, to give people something to come here for.” 

And arriving they have been. “Whether the weather, or COVID, or a realization 
that Southampton Village is a safe and easy ‘drive-to’ getaway, we are seeing 
many more visitors this year and a festive energy after Labor Day,” shares Dede 
Gothelff, owner of Southampton Inn and Claude’s Restaurant. “While there is 
a short-term booking window for the hotel—mostly only 7 to14 days out—it is 
encouraging that the days of strictly ‘seasonal’ in the Hamptons appear to be less 
pronounced this year.” 

What has been pronounced, perhaps more than ever before, is the focus on 
celebrating and preserving the cultural offerings of the village. “During a time of 
crisis, we need the arts more than ever,” says Southampton Cultural Center (SCC) 
Executive Director Kirsten Lonnie. “The village’s arts district consists of the SCC, 
the SAC [Southampton Arts Center], SAAMEE, Southampton History Museum 
and Rogers Memorial Library. All of us provide outlets for creative energy and 
getting ‘out’ in a safe setting....There is an anxiety to get back to normal and a 
cohesiveness of community spirit. I see an increased demand for cultural and 
entertaining activities, even if they are virtual.” 

“We are changed forever and will always offer electronic education programs,” 
adds Edmonds, adding that as much as remote experiences have become part 


of the new normal, there remain numerous in-person experiences and a “New | 


England-style charm mixed with many museums, restaurants and specialty 
shops” by which “Southampton has become a year-round attraction for everyone.” 
That has become especially true for home buyers, who have seen the local 
market rise on pandemic demand. “Southampton Village has done a good job of 
embracing commerce,” says Town & Country Real Estate CEO Judi Desiderio. 
“When people can visit shops, have a great meal, visit places of culture, they keep 
coming back.” ; 

“It has a little bit of everything to offer, from a vibrant Main Street to beautiful 
Village beaches, from oceanfront estates to starter homes on leafy streets,” agrees 
Steven Dubb, principal of The Beechwood Organization. “And it’s only an hour 
and a half from New York City.” 

Location, location, location. The old adage never gets old. “There are still 
many people who don’t want to deal with the traffic east of the Village, and 
now especially with the need to pop back into the city on a regular basis as they 
negotiate the needs of the pandemic,” says The Corcoran Group’s Gary DePersia. 
“And with the increased off-season population out here this year, that desire to 
be further west just increases.” 

Signs of hope and progress in real estate are not reserved for residential only. 
Numerous commercial buildings in the business district have been renovated over 
the past year, and the work being done on the former Rogers Memorial Library 
will be another example of linking past and present. “That’s an architectural 
jewel here in the village, and it’s exciting to see what it’s going to look like after 
a full renovation,” says Don Sullivan, Southampton Publick House owner and 
Chamber of Commerce Director. “Those are things that we hope the village can 
build on, to attract new year-round shops and businesses.” 

Indeed, year-round appeal was a goal for the village even in pre-COVID times, 
and a challenge many local business owners have struggled with, especially with 
some landlords marketing properties for seasonal “pop-ups” and fostering the 
notion that Southampton was just a summertime spot. Here-and-gone businesses 
don’t show a commitment to the community, notes Southampton Chamber of 
Commerce Executive Director Karen Connolly. “Hopefully our village officials 
take these challenging times as a realization that real long-term planning has to 
happen so that both businesses and year-round residents can further invest in 
our community. That has to include offering incentives for property owners to 
create apartments and businesses to remain open year-round.” 

Thatisinthe future. For the present, open businesses are supporting one another 
and offering an invitation. “There are walking and hiking paths with spectacular 
foliage usually reserved for northern New England. There are outdoor movies at 
the Southampton Arts Center, haunted happenings at the Southampton History 
Museum, miles of pristine ocean beaches to walk or read in the sun,” Gotthelf 
says. “Biking through the estate area, or driving with the windows open, offers 
glimpses into the magnificent old homes of the early 19th century. It’s such an 


easy and affordable place to experience—relax, explore, shop, dine and reboot.” 4

Art and Adaptation:

W ith its beautiful gallery and ongoing slate 
of arts programming, Southampton Arts 


Center (SAC) continues to be a jewel in the [ga 


heart of the village. Executive Director Tom 
Dunn discusses adapting the arts in these 
times, how the local arts community advocates 
for each other and more. 


Talk about how Southampton Arts Center has 
adapted this year. 

It has been a year like no other. We’re doing 
okay, and there’s a number of reasons why. 
We've successfully navigated federal relief that 
was available to us, which was early quarantine 
navigatidn. Secondly, I have an unbelievably 
dedicated board of directors, many of whom 
were founders. Like most arts organizations 
and nonprofits, we weren’t able to do our gala 
this year and that’s incredibly important to us 
for a multitude of reasons, often representing 
between a third and half of our income for the 
year. We pivoted this year and created a 2020 
patron’s circle and the response was astounding. 
We went to our most generous and dedicated and 
trusted friends and the response was phenomenal. 
Another reason we're in a position of strength 
is our collectors’ sale. Over 80 artists and art 
collectors responded favorably to our ask and 
donated 105 works of art that benefited our year- 
round programming. It’s incredibly humbling to 
see our peers and neighbors affirm how important 
SAC is to this community. 


There’s a sense of frustration among groups 
that the government has been slow to move 
on reopening the arts. What are your thoughts 
on that? 

I would certainly like to see the local government 
follow the lead of the federal government, to some 
extent, but I also think the federal government has 
-a lot more to do with regard to the entertainment 
and cultural sector. Following the lead of the UK, 
for example, where they had a stimulus package 
designed specifically for arts and culture and 
entertainment. I know there’s legislation being 
considered at the federal level, and my Hamptons 
Arts Network colleagues and I are continuing to 
lobby our New York State representatives in that 
regard. It goes without saying that arts and culture 
are a major economic driver everywhere, and in 
this region in particular. We take that leadership 
position very seriously. It was very important for 
us to try to reopen our gallery as early and safely as 
possible. After negotiating with local government 
at both the village, town and county level, I got 
approval to open as part of Phase 2 Retail before 
many of my peers in the cultural sector, who had 
to wait until Phase 4. We were among the first 
to open in June. There’s nothing to replace an 
in-person experience. But it was also important to 
our neighbors in the Southampton Village business 
district. Last year, 50,000 people came to our 
programs and those were folks who were coming to 
Carvel and the Publick House and shopping locally. 


What is the general feeling of the businesses in 
Southampton Village? 

We're a founding member of the Village 
Revitalization Committee and we've met weekly via 
Zoom with business owners in partnership with the 
village government, as well. We've had an ongoing 
dialogue about how best to bring our economy 
back. Yes, there are significant financial challenges 
at the moment, but there are more people out here 
than ever before. As it turns out, we have fewer 
retail vacancies than ever before because many New 
York retailers like Hauser & Wirth have followed 
their New York patrons out to the Hamptons. So we 
see a Vitality there. 


How do you look ahead to programming a post- 
pandemic world? 

- We're planning exhibitions throughout 2021 and 
into 2022. We need to, for fundraising purposes. 
The longer the lead time, the greater opportunity 
I have to go out to go out to foundations and 
businesses. But there is still a tentativeness to what 
we can do. Cuomo recently announced that indoor 
film outside of New York City can reopen at 25% 
capacity. My first email was to our landlord and 
partner, the Village of Southampton, just to make 
sure there’s a degree of comfort proceeding along 
those lines. We have the benefit of three beautiful 
acres in Southampton Village so our outdoor 
programming was almost as robust, if not moreso, 
than previous years. 


Talk about the Hamptons Arts Network's work 
during the pandemic. 

It’s a coordinated, thoughtful effort with and 
among our peers. During the height of the pandemic, 
we had a standing weekly call with all 19 members 
of the Hamptons Arts Network where we helped 
each other navigate the federal relief. We all shared 
our reopening plans with one another. We all have 
the same intention. We're stronger together and 
don’t view each other as competition. &&

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A Totally Hilatious Conversation with

ometimes an interview goes off the rails in the best way possible. 
S About 30 seconds into a‘call with Joy Behar and actor Steven Weber 
to discuss Guild Hall’s A Totally Disrespectful Evening of Short Plays 
by Joy Behar, streaming on October 25, the conversation shifts to Amy 
Coney Barrett's Supreme Court nomination hearings. Behar’s views on the 
controversial topic are not optimistic, nor are Weber’s, who echoes Behar’s 
sentiments that the country is going through a time of great turmoil. 

“That's why we write comedy, that’s why we like comedy, right Steven?” 
Behar asks. 

“Hopefully satire will save us,” Weber adds. “It couldn’t hurt at this point.” 

“When you have a government that’s so insane, it’s hard to satirize it,” 
Behar notes. “This is why, in my writing, I like to write about the past. I don’t 
like to write about contemporary moments. The play that Steven’s in takes 
place in the ’50s, because there were a lot of restrictions going on. Now, 
everything’s crazy, so it’s not as fun to write about.” Behar points to Jane 
Austen’s comedies of manners and suggests that the reason her work is so 
beloved, even to this day, is because at the time of her writing...there were 
still manners. 

The evening consists of four short plays by Behar and a monologue 
she performs. The virtual production is a fundraiser for Guild Hall, the 
Bridgehampton Child Care Center & Recreational Center and JBJ Soul 
Kitchen. 

Behar, already an author, took to writing these shorts from her life 
experiences. “I grew up in Williamsburg, Brooklyn, as an Italian American 
girl and this is what I’m drawing from in my background,” she says. “It’s the 
most fun I’ve had in my career, because I don’t have to be in them and I enjoy 
that,” Behar says with a laugh. “Acting is very hard. Right, Steven?” _ I ) 

“When it’s done well, it requires great effort,” Weber says. “But I relate to oteyen WEBER JOY BEHAR 
what Joy is saying. A time comes when there’s more satisfaction derived from 
not being in front of a camera and there’s something where the heat is off you 
that’s very satisfying.” 

As the conversation shifts to the craft of writing and acting, a sound—maybe 
some feedback from having a conference call—is heard. Weber feigns a gasp. 

“Joy, are you alright?” he asks, a melodramatic urgency in his voice. 

“Yeah, why do you say that?” Behar laughs. 

“You coughed and you're one of America’s beloved playwrights and we’ve 
got to take care of you,” he says. 

“I did not cough!” Behar exclaims. 

Getting back to the plays, Weber discusses the virtual aspect. “Not to sound 
too treacly, but the fact that the material was so much fun and engaging, we 
were interacting as if we were in the same room.” 

“And how about some kudos for the director, John Rubin Gould,” Behar adds. 
“John Gould Rubin, actually!” Weber says. 

“Oh, I never know which comes first. Edgar Allen Poe, Edgar Poe Allen...” 

“Edgar Poe Allen,” says Weber. 

But in all seriousness, Behar and Weber are truly excited for the viewers to 
see the shows. Weber points to classic radio and Behar notes that Audible and 
podcasts have helped people get used to a virtual setup. 

Behar is a longtime Hamptonite, and Weber has a history on the East End, 
as well, having owned a “haunted house” on Shelter Island. 

“I never should have gotten rid of it, but it was haunted,” Weber sighs. 

“You sold that house? You shouldn’t have sold that house!” Behar adds. 

“I know. Thanks!” 

“We all have stories like that, though. They always say, ‘Oh, if you had 
bought this house in 1980...who had money in 1980?” Behar laughs. 

Speaking of money, the show is not only a fundraiser for the theater, but 
also for two important organizations that help people in the community, 
especially those that are hungry. “Theater is not frivolous,” Behar notes, 
“But it almost sounds frivolous to raise money for a theater when people are 
hungry. So that’s what I wanted to make sure it helped both.” 

The show, though, which also includes actors Bob Balaban, ewe Amelia 
Ballan, Chris Bauer, Joy Behar, Lorraine Bracco, Rachel Dratch, Susie 
Essman, Paul Hecht, Danny Hoch, Robert Klein, Irene Sofia Lucio, Dylan 
McDermott, Albert Jack Peterson, Linda Smith and. Brenda Vaccaro, is meant 
to be lighthearted and fun. 

“It’s one big party!” Weber exclaims. “That’s my kind of life. I wish I’d done 
this when I was 20.”

f% nce upon a time and not so long ago, the gallery 
| J} scene in the Hamptons was the only scene. Friday 
.# nights were charity openings; Saturday nights, 
free wine. Cars clogged Montauk Highway for miles. 
Celebrities mixed with cognoscenti, authors, artists, 
actors, anchors, playwrights and producers. And all 
this took place in only one gallery: Elaine Benson’s in 
Bridgehampton. She was the earth mother who reigned 
from 1965, when she arrived, to 1998, when she passed, 
leaving daughter Kimberly Goff at the helm. 

For 30 years, Benson put her musings into her Dan’s 
Papers column. She also created “South of the 
Highway,’ anonymously, so people wouldn’t be afraid 
to confide. And so, we launch our “Art Seen” column—a 
look at the Hamptons’ burgeoning art scene—with a 
nod to the woman who started it all. 

We found Goff in her loft-like, art-filled, concrete 
Water Mill home, overlooking a solar-heated pool and 
sprawling vegetable garden. A butterscotch cat padded 
after her. “There’s never been anybody to take Mom’s 
place,” Goff mused. “As a painter, I wish there were. 

“She started so many things that have become 
Hamptons’ institutions. The Hospital Summer Party, 
the Meet the Writers book fair, the Plate Auction for 
the Retreat, and benefits for ARF, the Nature 
Conservancy and the Group for the South Fork all 
began at her gallery. She was a fearless powerhouse, 
a great connector. She began in public relations, so 
she knew how to create events to bring people into 
the gallery. Our first show, in May, was considered the 
official opening of summer.” 

She was a true friend. When Truman Capote and 
Willem de Kooning wound up in the hospital from

We 
started window service, home delivery, curbside pickup, 
online ordering, Door Dash. I think I overheard Ann on the

Sagg General Stove Hits the Market After 122 Yeats

he iconic and historic Sagg General Store 

building, long the center of activity in 
Sagaponack, has hit the market for $3.995 
million. Listed with Brown Harris Stevens, it 
is one of very few commercial opportunities in 
the small incorporated village. 

Located at 542 Sagg Main Street, the 1878 
building has also been home to the Post 
Office for more than a century. The retail 
space currently houses the Pierre’s gourmet 
food shop and café, an extension of Pierre’s 
restaurant in Bridgehampton, but many still 
refer to it as the Sagg General Store or the Sagg 
Store. _ 

Those whose memories go even further back 
may remember it as Hildreth and Company. 
The store started out as Chamberlain Bros., 
which sold items the local farmers needed, 
such as coveralls, boots and yarn goods. It later 
developed into a deli-style operation, a favorite 
stop for those heading to Sagg Main Beach, just 
1.5 miles south. For the better part of a century 
it was the only store in Sagaponack. 

“Some customers arrive on horseback. Some 
customers arrive in sports cars. But once they 
enter the Sagaponack General Store, they 
are all transported into another era,” George 
Vecsey wrote in a New York Times piece on the 
store in 1975. 

Gone are the days where horses tied up 
in front of the store, and McMansions now 
stand where rows of potato fields grew. 
Sagaponack--an old Native American name for 
“‘Jand where the ground nuts grow big”--was 
one of the very early divisions of Southampton, 
first settled in the 17th century, but big 
development has led to its being ranked among 
the most expensive zip codes in the county, 
often at the top. In 2019, the median sale price 
was $4.3 million. 

Even still, the landmark General Store 
building has maintained its country charm, 
even while the store went gourmet after Richie 
and Karen Thayer closed up the General Store 
when they retired in 2016. They still own 
the building. 

The building sits on .16 acres and abuts 
the village sidewalk. A ramp leads to the Post 
Office door with a single mailbox out front. 
Wooden benches are placed outside for those 
who want to sit for a bite or to open their mail. 

Both the building and the store had been 
family-owned for more than 100 years, until 


the Thayers sold the business. Merrall T. THE FORMER SAGG GENERAL STORE IS FOR SALE FOR $3. 995 MILLION. 


Hildreth, who just recently passed away, and 

his wife, Mary, owned the building until the late 1990s. Hildreth also served as the 
postmaster until 1986, the third in his family to do so. His family had owned the 
building since 1898, some 20 years after it was first built. 

According to Sagaponack Then & Now, Thaddeus Edwards built the 
General Store and Post Office in 1878 to meet the demand of an 
increasing population and improved communication. It was first located near 
the street, and in 1914 was moved further back from the road and turned 180 
degrees around so that the two large plate glass windows on either side of the steps 
in front were facing the street. The porch was “big enough to hold a commercial 
bread box on one side.” 

Hildreth told of how in the original building “there was a pot-bellied stove around 
which the men of the community sat after supper while they waited for the evening 
mail.” The store held wheels of cheese, barrels of molasses and bags of samp for 
winter meal, but it also carried flannel shirts, boots and kerosene lamps. 

The Post Office and the store were all one until the Postal Service deemed it had 
to be separate and a wall was put up in the 1970s. The store was run by different 
families from 1979 to 2005, the same year Sagapoanck became an incorporated 


village. 

Hildreth’s nephew, Thayer and his wife purchased the building in the late 1990s, 
becoming fourth-generation owners of both the building and the store (though they 
did not take over the store until 2006). 

“We're just at that point where we are ready to do something else,” Karen 
Thayer said this week about putting the building on the market. “It’s a toughie. It’s 
bittersweet. It’s a hard decision. It’s been in the family a long time. No one else in 
the family can pick it up. It’s the heart of this town, but it’s also not the way it used 
to be...” 

Thayer hopes the Post Office, all 687 square feet of it, stays put. “We hope 
whoever buys it will have a stipulation that the Post Office stays,” she said, adding 
there is time left on both the Post Office’s lease as well as that of Pierre’s. 

“Whoever buys 542 Sagg Main Street is buying a vital piece of Sagaponack 
history,” said Susan L. Ratcliffe, who, with Christopher Burnside, has the 
listing, “and it will be their responsibility to make it/keep it a mercantile store, 
post office and meeting place for the residents of Sagaponack, and all those 
who visit this extraordinary village.” 4

CELEBRITIES Caroline Hirsch

C aroline Hirsch is behind the wheel of her 2019 Range Rover, 
cruising to her Manhattan East River—view condo from her 
Water Mill home. “I spend more than half of my time here,” she 
says of the East End house she shares with her partner, Andrew 
Fox, and two bearded collies, Stella and Sybil. “It’s a treasure 
which I never considered a ‘second home.’ I’ve been coming to the 
Hamptons from when I was a teen.” 

Hirsch, a pioneer in the comedy club movement, is busy while 
driving, planning for her next annual Stand Up For Heroes, 
the annual event that started in 2007 when she reached out to 
broadcaster Bob Woodruff after watching a documentary about 
him. This year’s event has been delayed due to COVID (stay 
tuned for updates through bobwoodrufffoundation.org.), but 
“so far about $60 million has been raised through Stand Up For 
Heroes for the Bob Woodruff Foundation,” she says. “It’s my way 
to help our vets, especially ones with traumatic brain injury.” 

Born and raised in Flatbush, Brooklyn, she graduated from St. 
Brendan’s High School, then attended CUNY and Fashion Institute 
of Technology. Studying fashion and retail, starting her career with 
Gimbels, she didn’t have a clue that she would ever launch, own 
and operate what is today considered the icon for comedy clubs. 

During the difficult 1979-80 recession, Hirsch found herself 
unemployed. It became a period for her to experiment as an 
entrepreneur. With several friends she opened a cabaret, which 
she soon realized was not working out. “In retail, I learned how 
you needed to offer what people wanted,” she says. 

Between watching the comedians featured nightly on Carson 
and Letterman and by trial-and-error, she discovered how focusing 
on comedy entertainment was more profitable. So Caroline’s—now 
300 seats—was born in midtown Manhattan in 1982. 

As blossoming cable networks sought new programming, A&E 
Network engaged her for Caroline’s Comedy Hour, which received 
lots of attention. In 2004, Hirsch launched the week-long New 
York Comedy Festival, about 150 different shows showcasing more 
than 200 comedians throughout NYC (which has been cancelled 
this year due to COVID). 

For all that, though, she does note there was a missed career 
opportunity. “After my A&E success, I didn’t go onto produce more 
shows, even as cable picked up more momentum. But now I am 
producing content, optioning books, optioning ideas...” 

How do comedians impress Hirsch, who says she has reviewed 
literally thousands of them? “They need to be on stage a lot. They have worked for as hot 
need to write, and write, and write. They must come up with 
new material and make their own, unique voice. Drugs or other 


substances cannot interfere with their pursuits,” she says. “Show z at g etting onstag e at 


me you are constantly working on your act. You do not grow, Z 
doing the same jokes for two years. I want to see a career reflecting Caro line *s over the years, 
diligence.” 

She wants to see a comedian who works hard, “because their 


success doesn’t happen overnight. Only now with Internet success, including numerous 


sometimes it happens a little more quickly than it did three decades
